THE X (Band) FILES 


The Mass Media Bureau at the FCC has proposed the release of yet another list of stations 
eligible to migrate to the expanded broadcast band. The first list was released in October 1994, but

following several petitions from broadcasters that list was scrapped and an entirely new computer 
modeling program was designed to produce List #2 in March 1966. The release of this list was 
followed by an even larger group of petitions for reconsideration. List #3 will be generated witha 
further modified model and there is no guarantee for any of the stations on the March list that they 
will make the cut this time. In a recent article in Radio World, a broadcasting trade newspaper, 
several stations have publicly said they are anxious to get into the X band should they receive the 
blessing of List #3. KSOS-800, WIAW-1150 and KCJJ-1560 all claim to be ready to move as soon 
as possible. For others, however, the lure of the new band has dimmed. For example WNTM-710, 
which made both lists #1 and #2 has told the Commission they are no longer interested in moving. 
WCMQ-1210 is having serious second thoughts, as they would have to reduce their present power 
to move. Since the original X band allocations they have developed an opportunity to raise their 
powers to 32000/3500 on their present frequency, powers much higher than they would have on 
1700 kHz. John Kidd, owner of KRGJ-1430, estimates their cost to move at $100,000 and questions 
whether it would be worth it. Indeed such an amount may be far in excess of what many smaller 
stations can justify. And the beat goes on.

[Connelly*R-MA] The "galpa/calpa" ending to 
place names is exclusive to Nicaragua and (to a lesser extent) eastern Honduras. This is 
one of several place name suffixes of Indian origin. (Other examples are "---tenango" in 
Guatemala and somewhat in El Salvador and "----bamba" in the Andes.) 1 would make a 
guess that the Nicaraguans would not put another station on 700 since there is already a 
10 kw one in Managua there. The only "alpa" places in Honduras of signifacance are 
Tegucigalpa and Juticalpa. The only 700 station in Hondruas is in Santa Rosa de Copan 
in the far western corner, so my guess is a new Honduran in Juticalpa (or a new frequency 
for the one on 560). “Galpa/calpa” by the way, means "hill" in whatever Indian language 
it was taken from. By the way, “apa” endings (no “L") are common in Guatemala. I 
assume the "L" sound was clearly there. [{Moore-IA] An apparent 4-syllable name ending 
in "alpa" was heard, although there was a fair amount of QRM from other Latin 
Americans, such as Colombia.

From Mark Connelly: Greetings to all. The parallel DX effort here has started. During the 2-1) 
NOV 'DX fortnight’ (with the Newfoundland and Sheigra operations in full swing), I'm doing some 
of my own listening from a variety of sites in Massachusetts. By ‘dithering’ (varying) DXing times, 
antenna types, and locations, I hope to get a good assortment of Trans-Atlantic and Pan-American 
logs to compare with receptions by the crews of the big DXpeditions. Analysis of propagation and 
helping to fill in “unID" details are motivating factors. 

The first session of my parallel effort has been completed. I DXed from Harwich, MA (Cape 
Cod) from 0218 UTC / 2 NOV to 0027 / 3 NOV. A Thursday night stop at Granite Pier in Rockport 
(weather permitting) will be the next major part of my effort. In the mean time, some at-home 
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listening will be used to search out anything I may have missed during the coastal sessions. 

The Harwich DXing went well, especially for low-band TA's. Some of the more interesting 
stations heard: Turks & Caicos - 1020 is back on the air (although not all night), Spain-648 (// the 
big guns like 684), 672.2 AC-modulated raspy carrier (also something similar near 612), Portugal- 
720 (/ / 666) through CHTN, Spain-801 (good, // 684), Portugal - 963 & 594 (//) .. then 594 taken 
over by HUGE Morocco signal (/ /207 et al.), Madeira - 603 (/ / 666) mixed w/ Spain, Morocco-819 
(// 207, 594) good at 0546 UTC dawn-enhancement. About 2300, Ireland-567 loud, “old-plan" 
frequency stations on 827 (Morocco) and 674 (Libya) were good. 1125 Croatia in w/ Alanis 
Morrisette song // the 1134 juggernaut. Ireland-612 under Morocco. Nevis-895 is on the air, but 
with a weaker signal (less power ?) than usual. Egypt-774 swamped usual Spain for a bit. More 
common Egypt-864 o/ the pack there. High-band TA's were rather "flat" with Kuwait-1548 only 
poor to fair, Norway-1314 good on peaks (but jumpy with deep fades), On the lower part of the 
dial, almost every TA channel had one or more good signals. Latin Americans were audible, but 
less impressive than during the aurora of a week ago. Best of DX to all ... Mark, WA1IION

Taking Radio Back to People, or Pirate Broadcasters?

The Federal Communications Commission contends the low-power, unlicensed broadcasters 
snatch space on the band from legitimate stations, ushering in electronic pandemonium. 
Ambulance calls could be blocked and licensed stations jammed. 

“It's a terrible problem,” said Don Winston, a spokesman for the FCC’s Compliance and 
Information Bureau. "Without court intervention, there could be chaos.” 

Call the Bay area telephone number for Free Radio Berkeley, one of the most established - and 
most litigated — rebel radio stations and you'll get a genial message from Stephen Dunifer, who 
founded the station as an alternative voice in 1993. 

"Let a thousand transmitters bloom,” urges Dunifer, a lifelong leftist political activist who uses 
the micropower medium as his message. 

Dunifer sells inexpensive kits that enable radio rebels to set up low-power stations for less than 
the cost of a riding lawnmower. Various transmitter models are available from between $500 to 
$1,500. He's sold about 300 of them in the last few years. 

The equipment is little more than a black box with an antenna, a low-power “stick” that can 
transmit radio signals in a five-to-15 mile radius. But in a densely populated area, the low-power 
"stick" can beam in on “about a half-million or so, give or take," Dunifer said. 

An FCC official who spoke on condition on anonymity said the micro-broadcasters fill the 
airwaves with extremist views. Dunifer argues access radio is a First Amendment issue. 

Dunifer uses Free Radio Berkeley for a "progressive" mix of left-leaning political news, arts 
programming and discussion programs. His activities so vexed federal regulators that the FCC 
tried to shut down his station last year. A federal judge refused to issue a preliminary injunction, 
and Dunifer beat back a $20,000 fine. The agency hurled a second $10,000 fine and the judge 
refused to issue an injunction again in June while the merits of a permanent injunction are 
weighed. 

"To call it pirate radio is highly inaccurate," Dunifer said in a telephone interview. "We call it 
free radio. The FCC tries to use the term ‘pirate’ in some pejorative manner ... that we are doing 
something illegal, skulking around taking something that doesn't belong to us.” 

Dunifer and brethren in the "Liberation Radio” game say the tens of thousands of dollars 
required for an FCC license application and the hundreds of thousands needed to open a station 
shuts out radio to all but the rich. 

"On paper, the airwaves are for everyone, but in practice, the government sells to the highest 
bidder and it pretty much eliminates the public from the public airwaves,” said Jeff Higgins, a 
union organizer with the Oil, Chemical and Atomic Workers Union in the Los Angeles suburb of 
Carson. 


Higgins plans to use equipment he bought from Dunifer for broadcasting at picket lines and 
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organizing efforts inside shops and refineries. His radio operation is “on a walkie-talkie" level, he 
said, adding he believes he's within the law. 

"But we are watching with some anticipation the outcome of the Dunifer case,” Higgins said. 

Nationwide, there are about 12,000 licensed FM stations. Dunifer and his friends contend they 
can keep from jamming those stations simply by moving their transmitters far enough away from 
the competing signals. 

“We're not looking for some free-for-all," Dunifer said. "It was the FCC itself that closed the door 
on any sort of low-cost, low-power FM service,” he said. 

One electronic lone ranger lost his life before he got on the liberated air. Los Angeles broadcaster 
Michael Taylor was a rebel with a cause, but in this case the rebel met up with deadly outlaws. 

Taylor, a black community activist and self-taught broadcaster, wanted to start an unlicensed 
radio station to broadcast to South Central Los Angeles. 

Taylor was murdered, execution style, and detectives believe the slaying was a dispute over 
money and equipment before Liberation Radio ever took to the air. 

Bob Marston, another bootleg broadcaster who was helping Taylor, went underground after his 
friend's slaying. He turned his transmitter over to police and lived at different houses for weeks 
after Taylor's killing. 

"It was pretty hairy,” he said in a telephone interview. "First there was the feeling of loss about 
Michael's death, but I kicked into survival mode. But after the first couple of weeks, living on the 
run is a drag." 

Like Dunifer, Marston is a political activist with a background in electronics. Both of them 
believe that "micropower" gives radio back to the masses denied the power of the stick. 

Marston, a self-described audio anarchist, said he's as willing to let right wing extremists put 
out their message as leftwingers with an itch to rock the system. 

‘This thing will be growing,” Marston said. 

He hopes to launch a bootleg station called Radio Echo in the west San Fernando Valley in 
coming months. For now, he's helping Hispanic community activists set up a station a few miles to 
the east. 

‘The flavor of the community changes to Hispanic as soon as you're east of the Santa Monica 
Freeway," he quipped.
